For instance, in some areas the 
mosquitoes would dive-bomb a 
man at the rate of 80 attacks per 
minute. 

The average rate of mosquitc 
bites ran from 40 to 60 bites per 
man per minute. 

Over 100,000 acres have been 
sprayed by the big Air Force C- 
123 spray plane now and the mos- 
quito count has been reduced to 
an amazing count of less than 10 
mosquitoes per man per minute 
fhis is considered by experts as 
a “liveable” condition: 

In some areas sprayed, the mos- 
Įuito control hag been 98.4 pei 
‘ent effective. 

The mammoth spraying - whic) 
should be completed by the enc 
of this week was done in coopera 
‘ion with the U. S. Air Force. Th 
ipray planes and the crews wer 
furnished by Langley AFB, Va. 

NASA furnished the spray fo 
the project - 44,498 gallons o' 
diesel and 2,600 gallons of mal 
thion. The spray planes operat: 
‘ut of the Picayune airport. They 
we almost over the reservation 
vhen they get airborne. 

The sprawling reservation cov- 
‘rs land in Hancock and Pearl 
River Counties, Miss, and St. 
Tammany Parish, La. . 

This particular mode of attack 
`n the mosquito, which has prov- 
`d most effective, was recommend- 
ad by the U. S. Public Health 
Service after a recent survey its 
experts made on the site. 

The Air Force entomologist on 
the project, Capt. C. T. Adams, 
Sr, has been conducting daily 
mosquito counts all over the re- 
servation. 

Capt. Adams said the spraying 
should keep the mosquito infesta- 
tion down on the site until the 
fall. 

William C. Fortune, manager 
of MTO, said the spraying is 
“NASA’s initial step to concerted 
joint community effort to elimi- 
nate the pesky salt marsh mos- 
quito”. 

Fortune said: 

“This is a kickoff on a joint at- 
tack on the mosquito problem 
along the Mississippi coast in Han- 
cock, Pearl River, Harrison and 
Jackson Counties. We are hoping 
to include St. Tammany Parish, 
La, on the project.” 

‘A movement in the counties 
surrounding the site is already 
nnder way for a joint community 
affart to stamp out mosquitoes 
with a planned program. 

MTO. a division of the Marshall 
Snace Flight Center in Huntsville, 
Ala. will be the testing site for 
NASA’s huge rocket engines and
